END OF STEEL STRIKE. 


Well Grounded Report of a 


Settlement. 


SHAFPEB'B VISIT TO NEW YOE1, 


It In Snld That In J. P. Morgan'* Ot- 


flce the Oppoxlnjr Inter«i»tH Agreed 
on Conrennioni "Which Amalgamat- 
ed In Expected to Sanction. 
Pittsburg, July 29.—The strike of the 


steel and tin workers of the Amalga- 
mated association against the United 
States Steel corporation will probably 
be settled tbis Aveek. The conference 
held in New York Saturday between 
the officials of the United States Steel 
corporation and President Shaffer and 
Secretary John Williams of the work- 
ers' organization has resulted in pav- 
ing the way for renewal of negotia- 
tions between the two conflicting inter- 
ests. It is said that a basis for such a 
conference has been arrived at. This 
babis is st#l locked up in the minds of 
the officials of the two organizations 
urid A\ill not be divulged until later this 
week. 


If the basis is satisfactory to the gen- 


eral executive committee of the Amal- 
gamated association, the conference be- 
tween the association and the manu- 
facturers will proceed Immediately. If, 
on the other ha ml, the basis is what 
the Amalgamated association will not 
permit to be considered as negotiable 
grounds, the strike will be continued 
with the same vigor as nf present and 
with Indefinite time for its ending.

A Durable Varnish.

To make jet black varnish that can be 


nsed for furniture or for small wood 
handles that will make them smooth, 
shining, hard and solid so that they will 
not get dim, by handling or lose their 
gloss take of asphaltum 3 ounces, boiled 
oil 4 quarts, burnt umber 8 ounces and 
enough oil o£ turpentine to tbin. 


Tbe three first named ingredients must 


be mixed and incorporated by the aid of 
heat; then take the mixture out o£ doors 
and away from the fire, and befoi» it 
cools gradually add the turpentine. 
The 


work is given several coats, each one 
alloAved to dry perfectly hard (it is best, 
if possible, to harden it in a japanner's 
oven), and the last coat is rubbed down 
with tripoli, applied with a soft cloth, 
then with a few drops of oil.

Duck culture as a business proposition 


is not so simple as It seems. To one at 
all expert in this line the hatching and 
rearing of ducks are a comparatively sim- 
ple matter, and there is a chance to figure 
out what the product will be from, a giv- 
en number of eggs. In this respect there 
"is a difference between ducks and chick- 
ens, for a certain percentage of ducks can 
be raised and marketed under given con* 
ditious. 
Through the eastern states there are 


many large plants devoted entirely to the 
rearing of ducks. One man, a pioneer in 
the business, keeps 2,000 breeding ducks 
in stock'at all times and has each one as 
near a perfect specimen of its kind as can 
be found. One of the largest plants turns 
out about 50,000 ducks annually, and in 
the height of the killing season it is no ex- 
aggeration to say the feathers fairly fly 
on this place. In this plant the number 
of ducks that will be sent to market can 
be estimated from the first few hatches 
made early in the season, as the propor- 
tion of ducks hatched to tho number of 
eggs placed in the incubators will be 
maintained throughout the season. 


In market ducks the big white Pekins 


find the greatest favor. The Pekin Is a 
hummer in the way of a market duck, as 
It grows rabidly and is hardy and white, 
which makes it pick clean aud its feath- 
ers salable. A good price is paid for duck 
feathers. 


The best point about the Pekins, in th» 


eyes of the ponltrymun who is in the busi- 
ness for profit, is the rapidity with which 
they grow and the fact that they grow 
better ont of the water than in it. It is 
a common thing for experts to raise Pe- 
kins that weigh six pounds when 10 
weeks old. Ducks that weigh under five 
pounds at that age are a reflection on the 
skill of the poultryman who turns them 
out. An expert with chickens is not al- 
ways successful in the handling of ducks, 
as the qunckers need to be handled dif- 
ferently at all times. 
A difference ia 


found at the outset, ns 28 days are re- 
quired in which to hatch a duckling, 
while a chick needs only 21 days in whic.' 
to complete the process of nature thai 
puts it into the world to scratch for a 
IvvhiR. 
The best work in producing ducks ia 


done with an incubator, which will batch 
more and better ducklings than an old 
duck or a hen. For incubating purposes 
tho humble hen surpasses tho duck, 
strange as it may seem. 
But, whatever 


way it is hatched, the duckling is much 
more interesting and amusing than K 
chick shortly after hatching. 


A chick that cannot work itself ont of 


the shell in short order is not worth both- 
ering with, while a duck that is helped 
out of the shell is just as good as one 
that scrambles out without assistance. 


When the duckling is ready to hatch, 


it taps a small hole in the shell and then 
stops to consider if it is worth while to 
do any more than that. It lies in the 
shell for a day without making any fur- 
ther effort to get out and here is beset 
with its first danger—death by drowning. 
It seems odd to think that n duck would 
dio in such an ignominious way, but prac- 
tical poultrymcn know tb'at it is a danger 
that makes a difference on the wrong 
side of the ledger if it isn't guarded 
against, which is an easy matter. 


When tho dnck has tapped a hole in th« 


shell, it lies on its back if it is a well be- 
haved youngster. 'Some of them are un- 
ruly, and they turn the egg over until 1hc 
hole in the shell is beneath them. This 
wouldn't matter were it not for the f;tot 
that the duckling has its bill pressed 
against the opening in order to get air. 
When the egg is turned over, the fluid re- 
maining in the shell flows to the opening:, 
fills the tiny bill and the opening at the 
snrne time, and the foolish duckling chokes 
to death, unless some one happens along 
and turns the right side of the egg up- 
ward. 


If the duck doesn't, come out of the egs 


in proper lime, the poultrymau takes it 
out of the incubator and examines it. lie 
breaks away part of the shell, being care- 
ful to rupture no blood -vessels in the 
duckling, inserts a finger into the shell 
and yanks the duckling's head out. 
If 


ducklings can express their feelings, they 
are certainly pleased when this operation 
Is performed. 


The ducklings, which look like so many 


fluffy golden balls, are left iu the incu- 
bator to dry off, during which time they 
are as lively as crickets. They run and 
hop about, bump into each other and are 
continually searching for something to 
eat. 
From the first they are fed a com- 


bination of grains, with a large propor- 
tion of meat. The more meat they get, 
within reasonable bounds, the better they

But, abov* all things, they must be 


kept-ffwajr from water. If they are al- 
lowed to paddle in or run through water, 
they will certainly die or be so badly 
crippled that they will not be available 
for market. 


They are allowed to drink only when 


eating, and then the -water is absolutely 
necessary. Without it the ducks cannot 
gret the food down their throats. They 
fill their bills with food, into which suffi- 
^cipnt, grit has been, placed to fit out their 
digestive apparatus, and "then try to gulp 
it down. The food' is otways- m6ist, but 
they cannot forces it down On til they have 


which live in the ground and on which 
he depends for food. When he has fin- 
ished his meal, he leaves the bed and 
pushes through the turf of the lawn until 
he reaches the garden wall perhaps. This 
proves a little too hard for him to plow 
through, so he comes out into the open, 
runs at quite a fair speed across the walk 
and thoja burrows into the turf again on 
the opposite side. 


He probably does this at night, and the 


next day the seeds which he turned up 
during his hunt through the bed will die. 
If the sun is hot, they will be baked in 
the loosened earth, or if it rains they will 
probably be washed awny. When the 
gardener discovers the damage, he will 
stride about the lawn, stamping in the 
loose turf with his heel, and we can hard- 
ly blame him if under his breath he says 
so»no very unpleasant things about the 
mole. Then be will probably set a mole 
trap in the hope that his little enemy 
will come that way ajjain. And there he 
niny have another disappointment, for the 
mole is quit* apt to stay away until a 
nice line of young peas or carrots has be- 
gun to show above the ground,. Then 
somp night, after a shower of rain has 
softened the soil, ho will suddenly re- 
turn, uproot the- line from one end to the 
other and disappear as before. 


A curious little creature is the mole. 


From the tip of his nose to the root of 
his tail ho measures something less than 
six inches, and his total length is in- 
creased by a rather short, straight tail, 
spin soly covered with short hairs. 
His 


body is covered with a beautiful, soft, 
lustrous fur, which niny look ;iny one of a 
number of colors according to the light 
in which yon see it. In one light it will 
appear dark brown, nnd in others black, 
dark silver grny or purple possibly, and 
perhaps the moht astonishing thing about 
it is the fact that an animal living in the 
soil should be able to keep his coat so 
beautifully clean find bright. 
In front 


the body terminatfis in a naked, cartilag- 
inous snout, on the upper suifnco of 
which, close together, are two oblong nos- 
trils. The snout is very flexible—so much 
FO, in fact, that the animal sometimes 
t-nitds it round and puts it into his mouth, 
from which, he afterward withdraws it 
with a pop resembling the. sound which 
might bo made in drawing a miniature 
cork. 
I don't know why he does thia 


unless it be to wipe the soil off his nose. 
When Ins mouth is opened, it will be 
seen that it is full of little teeth of sev- 
eral sizes and shapes and that it some- 
what resembles the mouth of a diminu- 
tive pig. 


At the first glance one wotild say that 


he had neither eyes nor ears, but buried 
deep in the fur are two little shining 
black dots, which are doubtless Jbig 
enough To'r anything lie over requires to 
see, and about three-quarters of an inch 
behind them, are two very small, round 
holes which load to his ears. His fore- 
arms nro hidden by the skin, his curious, 
Kemihnman hands alone being visible. 
The fingers are united, forming broad, 
leathery palms, which in life are flesh 
colored. 
They are armed with large, 


slightly curved nails and are excellent 
tools for digging with. The hind feet aro 
small and slender, naked on the under 
surface and clothed with fine, short hair 
on the upper surface. 


When the mole •wishes to enter the 


ground, he brings the backs of bis flat 
hands together in front of his nose and, 
digging them into the earth, makes a 
stroke just as a man does when he is 
swimming. He repeats the stroke again 
ind again nntil he is soon out of sight be- 
low the surface. As he goes through the 
earth ho twists his head from one &ide to 
:he other and, up and down, searching for 
earthworms and other dainties, of which 


eats great numbers in the course of the 
-i hours. When he finds an earthworm, j 
tie seizes it with the outer surfaces of his 
Core paws and crams it into his mouth, bit 
by bit, munching all the while, like a 


boy eating a banana. 
When he 


is fed in captivity, the crunching on the 
jritty particles in the bodies of the worms 
can be heard at a distance of several 
yards. 


When in his burrow, a mole can move 


backward almost as fast as he can move 
forward, anil when for any reason he 
moves over the surface of tho ground he 
runs on the edges of his front paws, t\ ith 
the backs of the latter toward each other. 


It is difficult to believe how quickly a 


mole can work his way into the earth 
unless one has actually watched and 
timed him. Last spring a kind neighbor 
sent me word that her gardener had with 
groat trouble .canght a mole which had 
been playing havoc in. the garden and 
asked if I did not wish,, to come- over and 
examine it. I accepted .the invitation,

It is a Curious feature of the religion of 


the Moijui Indians, the "snake dancers" ot 
Xew Mexico, that during one of their 
famous dances dolls representing kat- 
cinas or gods are distributed to all the 
village children.

Certain 
bright colors nnd certniri sounds when ii 
harmony excite in them pleasure as they 
do in man. * * * It we arc to judge from 
the hideous ornaments and tho equally 
hideous music ndmired by most savages 


of them bear a curious headdress in the 
form of a thia tablet of wood, which is 
cut iu au archaic but symmetrical pat- 
tern of much elaboration and ornamented 
with caRlos" and owls' feathers. 


Mo-^t of the special symbolism is to be 


looked for iu the carving and making of 
the masked he*ds, -while tho bodies be- 
long to more or less general types. Some- 
times they arc painted on both sides alike 
and sometimes differently. Some of them 
aro naked aud some of them wear blan- 
kets or the dance kilts. Most of them 
vaiy iu height from six inches to a foot 
nnd a half. But. there arc several iu 
tho Harvard collection which nro nearer 
four lect. O»o of these latter is a com- 
posite fijjurp, one doll bearing another 
on its bead, with a third above the 
second. 
Xot only docs the religion of the Moqui 


appear in the universal masking ot the 
dulls, but al.so iu tho selection of the tree 
from which they nro made, tho cotton- 
wood beiiiR sacred sinco it gro«s alonp 
the water courses, tbc most precious pos- 
session of the Indians. 
The dolls are 


carved from the root, which is very light 
and so soft that it may be cut with thf 
greatest cnsc. The dolft are now whit- 
tled out with jackknivcs, but iu the old 
ilnys before the ^vbito man came stone 
knives were n&ed, and oven now the 
Miiootluiig and pnlmhiug of the dolli is 
inn inly done with a pieco of sandstone. 
On account of their religious significance1 
they are treated more respectfully than 
ino^-t dolls and doubtless the little Moqu 
Kii-1 would often lie glad of a less 
toy for her plaything.

Out of 10,000 stars 
examined more than 300 are variable 
In one cluster (M. 3) there are 13'J 
variables and in others 125, 85 and 51 
variables respectively. Iu other clus- 
ters there are few or no variables. In 
the cluster Omega Centaur! 98 out of 
100 variables have periods of less than 
24 hours. The longest period yet de- 
termined is 4t5 days, and tlw shortest 
is C hours and 11 minutes.

A receut consular report from Eng- 


land says that British commerclaltand 
scientific circles are much. Interested 'to 
a discovery made by Dr. Ludwlg Mond 
of the great chemical firm -of Brnnner, 
liond & Co.. limited. This discovery, is 
a gas for furnaces and gas engines 
which, It Is claimed, can be supplied.to 
consumers nt a maximum price of two- 
pence per 1,000 cubic feet. 


Mond gas is a "producer gas," made 


from the cheapest class of small coal 
and dust, commonly called "bituminous 
slack." Dr. Mond discovered a process 
by which this cheap slack can be con- 
verted into a clean, gaseous fuel In Buch 
a way that a very large proportion of 
the nitrogen of the coal is recovered as 
ammonia and converted into sulphate 
of ammonia, which Is a very valuable 
manure and fertilizer. The distinguish- 
ing features of the Mond process are: 


The utilization of cheap bituminous 


slack. 


The recovery of 90 pounds of sul- 


phate of ammonia (value at present, 
$1.94) for every ton of slack gasified. 


Low temperature working, so that no 


clinkers are formed in the producer and 
the ammonia is not destroyed. 


Very perfect regeneration of heat by 


an Ingeniously designed system, using 
water as a heat carrier. 


The production of a clean gas of ex- 


tremely uniform quality, free from tar 
and grit and of a higher calorific value 
than most other producer gases. 


Ale oil ol Motors. 


M. Oellers In an address recently de- 


livered before the German Distillers' 
association, made the following esti- 
mates as to the comparative cost per 
horsepower hour of using gasoline, 
petroleum, illuminating gas and alco- 
hol. According to his data, the gaso- 
line motor consumes O.T7 pound per 
horsepower, representing a cost,of 31 
mills; n petroleum motor 0.88 pounds, 
at 25 mills; a gas motor costs 21 mills 
per horsepower, and an alcohol motor 
uses 0.98 pound at 26 mills. Ills re- 
sults, tbcrefore, show that the alcohol 
motor is cheaper than the gasoline, 
dearer than the gas and costs about the 


as the petroleum. 


Milk Preservation. 


A recently Issued report of the Mas- 


sachusetts state board of health gives 
some Interesting Information regard- 
ing milk preservation. Of the samples 
examined by the state analysis 11.0 per 
cent were found to be adulterated— 
that is, to contain a preservative. Of 
these, 13 contained boraclc acid, 3 car- 
bonate of hoda and by far the larger 
portion (55) formaldehyde. 
Experi- 


ments made to test the value of these 
three substances as milk preservatives 
gave results very much in favor of for- 
maldehyde. The milk undergoing the 
test was kept at the temperature ,ot the 
laboratory, about 30 degrees F. , ,w 


•Will Reduce Steamer's Expenses. 
Bemnrkable results have been report- 


ed from a change of natural to forced 
draft on a steamship. Two Scotch boil- 
ers are now doing the work that for- 
merly required four, tlic saving of coal 
is four tons per day, although the aver- 
age revolutions have Increased three 
per minute and considerable space been 
gained for freight. 


Kltcn nti a Motive Poorer. 


It is reported that recently a man on 


the Moselle flew a Malay kite GVi feet 
in length and succeeded In towing with 
It a boat containing six persons against 
a somewhat swift current. The wind 
at the time, It is said, was strong, and 
he could have easily increased the 
force of traction by flying several kites. 


Bncterta In a Swimming Bath. 


A curious observation has been made 


hy a <>mmu bacteriologist in a studj 
of the micro organIBIUS of a constantIj 
usod swlninuug bath! The number of 
bacteria vas found to Increase regular 
ly during the first day after the batli 
was newly inicd with water and then 
to docrcaso constantly. There was evi- 
dence tluit tlie decrease could not b« 
duo to the action of light nor to sedi 
mentation nor to luck of food.

ed from stniRKle of bacteria \vith eacl) 
other, many being destroyed.

Large deposits of asphalt have been

The only known 
deposits of any extent have been in the 
swamps of Trinidad Island and in the 
lakes of Venezuela. So great is the val- 
ue of the Venezuela deposits that they 
recently caused international complica- 
tions. The discovery in the island of 
Salango Is said to be the largest supply 
of asphalt yet found in the world. 


Thin Year'n Platinum Output? 


Russia Tvill produce this yenr 12,000 


pounds of platinum. This represents 
the world's supply of the metal, which 
will about equal tho production of las 
year. The last purchase of platinum 
was at the rate of $300 a. pound, so tha 
thft vnhift of tbe output this jenr wil 
be nlxwt $5,000,000. The mining of thl» 
niMal, which Is confined to the XJra 
mountains, has progressed but little in 
the Inst fen years, which is probably 
due to the fact that there is practically 
no competition.

"There arc some expressions which I 


believe ought to be outlaVed," said a well 
known writer who prides himself on being 
a cood conversationalist, "and 1 am sur- 
prised that they are used with such per- 
sistence.

"There is, for instance, that dear old 


soul 'everybody.' 'Everybody' says so and 
so, or does this, that and the other thing. 
'Everybody' denies that. And so it runs. 
'Everybody' wears a heavier responsibili- 
ty than most persons could stand up un- 
der, and no doubt 'everybody' is accused , 
of doing and saying a great many things 
that 'everybody' doesn't do or say. IB 
spite o£ the fact that we all know the ri- 
diculousness with which the expression 
is used, we frequently gather impressions 
that arc at variance with tho facts of th« 
case simply because we are told that 'ev- 
erybody' so and so. Poor old 'everybody' 
should be given n rest, and the expression 
should not be used except in cases where 
the legitimate meaning of the word can be 
brought into play. 


"The expression 'they sny1 is even 


worse. This is probably the most coward- 
ly expression used by the Knglish speak- 
ing people. It has been more harmful 
than any other expression. It has boon 
the most potent weapon, of the slanderer 
and has piobably destroyed more reputa- 
tions thnn any other expression known 
to the English tongue. 'They say" all 
sorts of things, do all sorts of things, be- 
lieve all sorts of things. So there you are. 
The expression is used so often and for so 
many different purposes that it would 
bo impossible to figure out the damns* 
that is done daily to reputation and t» 
fortunes by these two simple wordx 
'They say' is used to hammer stocks down 
and to cause men to question the integrity 
and stability of certain financial institu- 
tions, aud it is frequently u.sod with toll- 
ing effect. 'They say' is tisf-d to cause 
trouble in the family or to tnint a reputa- 
tion out of pure malice of heart and for 
many other purposes equally ns low.

A holiday maker may visit 
every place of interest in Denmark during 
that time, and if he found any pleasure 
in traveling from town to to\\n night nnd 
day for the period ho could do s>o. lie 
pays the price, £1 2s. 3d., -\\ith a deposit 
of 5s. Gd. for the ticket, on which a photo- 
graph of the holder is pasted, nnd nt tli 
exphation of 34 days his ret inns the tick 
et imd gets the 5s. (id. deposit back. 


He can also buy a ticket for n month 


which costs r>0 per cent more, ami *he 
longer the time the greater the reduction. 
While u fortnightly ticket costs 22s. 3d., 
a 12 month ticket costs £10. If the pas- 


iiRpr had to pay for a 12 month ticL-<-s 


at the rate of 22s. 3d. per fortnight, it 
would cost him £20 14s. Thus the reduc- 
tion is over 100 per cent. 


If instead of paying for a fortnightly 


ticket ft traveler -went from K«hjerg to
